Provides an Excuse 

All of which Is apt to change entire¬ 
ly one of the biggest possibilities for 
headaches to legislatures In the pres¬ 
ent session of congress. Also to 
change the entire line of the Presiden¬ 
tial campaign. 

Thus many senators and represent¬ 
atives will he able to use the excuse 
that under the Constitution ns It now 
stands it would be sheer folly to pass 
the Townsend plan. Many of them 
will he delighted to find some such ex¬ 
cuse, for nt present they feel—some 
of them at least—that It is little short 
of political suicide to commit them¬ 
selves either for or against the doc¬ 
tor’s proposal to grant $200 a month 
to the aged. 

But the rabid Townsendltes, If they 
become convinced that the Supreme 
court would knock out their plan even 
if they win a majority of the house 
and senate and the President, will nat¬ 
urally turn to the constitutional 
amending method. 

In the event that President Roose¬ 
velt decides to make his fight this 
year on amending the Constitution— 
or curbing the powers of the Supreme 
court—tlie Townsendltes will be behind 
him, amt the fight will be more than 
ever a battle of the conservative ver¬ 
sus the radicals.

Needs Careful Study 

But the President has a constitution¬ 
al objection to approving a whole pro¬ 
gram without careful study, advice 
from a number of different sources, 
and criticism from widely varying an¬ 
gles. Tills explains his love for ap¬ 
pointing two or three sets of commit¬ 
tees to study, independently, any 
given proposal—a practice sometimes 
'cry annoying and hardly flattering to 
those involved, hut rattier beneficial, 
at times, to the President himself.

How Farmers Stand? 

The tiling President Roosevelt most 
wants to know right now is whether 
thj farmers, deprived of their furta 
benefit payments, will place the blame 
on the Supreme court or on the I’resi- 
dont. Whether they will think a Con¬ 
stitution which outlaws such a system 
as Roosevelt and Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture Wallace set up under AAA should 
he changed, or whether Roosevelt and 
Wallace should he criticized for hav¬ 
ing sought what has proved an Illegal 
way of raising the farmer out of his 
slough of despond. 

If the White House anil Farley 
scouts report back in the next few 
weeks that the farm belt is ripe for 
amending the Constitution, the Presi¬ 
dent will resume his abandoned drive 
In that direction. It will be recalled 
that after the high court's NRA deci¬ 
sion the administration was all set to 
rewrite the historic charter. 

But that time there was no mistak¬ 
ing the popular reaction. The folks 
rallied round the old document. Peo¬ 
ple who approved everything done by 
the NRA suddenly did not want the 
Constitution changed so as to permit 
the continuance of those very things. 
Which would seem to prove that It Is 
not always possible to predict ac¬ 
curately what the reaction of tht 
American people will be. 

No one was more surprised than 
Mr. Roosevelt himself that the Su¬ 
preme court AAA decision went so far. 
Actually the President had anticipat¬ 
ed that the high court would outlaw 
the processing taxes. He had a pro¬ 
gram all ready for that. He intended 
to ask congress to substitute luxury, 
and other specific sales taxes for the 
processing taxes outlawed by the 
court, In all amounting to something 
approaching $000,000,000 a yeur. 

But he never dreamed that the court 
would upset the farm benefit pay¬ 
ments.

Decision Settled It 

Had he anticipated that the high 
court was going so far he would not 
have laid so much stress In his regular 
message to congress, delivered before 
the Joint session and over the radio to 
the country, on whether opponents of 
his measures would vote to repeal 
them.

Townsend Plan 

The Towusend plan Is unconstitu¬ 
tional, In the light of the Supreme 
court decision on the Agricultural Ad 
justuient act, according to some of the 
best constitutional lawyers in Wash¬ 
ington. 

The part of the decision ttiat sus¬ 
tains this view is the majority holding 
that it is unconstitutional to tux part of 
the people for the benefit of the oth¬ 
ers. This holding, It is contended, 
would effectively bur the taxing of all 
the people for the benefit of those 
more than sixty years old. 

Incidentally this will not be the first 
time Doctor Townsend bus heurd the 
point. It was made to him ruther ef¬ 
fectively last year by Senator William 
B. Borah, himself rather highly re¬ 
garded as a constitutional lawyer. 
Senutor Borah wrote Doctor Towusenil 
setting forth this argument, and sug¬ 
gesting that It would he wise for the 
doctor to have a thorough study of 
this question mude.

TOPIC—What Jesus Came to Do. 

I. Jesus In the Synagogue (v. 1(1). 

P>n the Sabbath he wont Into the 

Synagogue according to his custom. - 
He no doubt went that day with a 
new and definite purpose, but how re¬ 
freshing to know Hint It wns according 
to his hnhlt. Many young people have 
been safeguarded from the pitfalls of 
the world because of the habit of read¬ 
ing the Bible, praying and going to 
church. 

II. Jesus Reading the Scriptures 
(vv. 17-1!)). 

1. The book handed to hltn (v. 17 ). 

It was not only Ills custom to attend 
the place of worship, but to take part 
In It. This privilege was not confined 
to the rablds (Acts 13:15). Jesus, 
therefore, used the liberty accorded 
him. 

2. The [dosage read (Isa. 01 :1.2).

‘ ' 3 - The content of the passage (vv 

IS. 10). 

a. The mission of the Messiah 
(v. 18). 

(1) To preach the gospel to the 
poor. The good tidings which Jesus 
proclaimed are peculiarly welcome to 
the common people. By “poor" in this 
case Is primarily meant those who 
were poor In spirit (Matt. 5:3). 

(2) To heal the broken-hearted. The 
gospel of Christ meets the needs of 
those whose hearts are crushed by the 
weight of their own sins or by a bur¬ 
den of sorrow and disappointment. 

(3) To preach deliverance to the 1 
captives. This meant dellvernnce from 
the bondnge of the Devil (John 8:30). 

(4) Recovering of sight to the 
blind. Christ did actually make those 
who were physically blind to see 
(John 0:0, 7) and also opened the 
eyes of those who were spiritually I 

t ‘ blind (1 John 5:20). 

(5) To set at liberty them that are 
bruised. The power of Christ can 
free the most utterly hopeless ones. 

(0) To preach the acceptable year 
of the Lord. The primary allusion Is 
to the year of Jubilee (Lev. 25:8-10). 

b. The special enduement of the 
Messiah (v. 18). He was the anointed 
one predicted by Isaiah, the Messiah. 

III. Jesus Expounding the Scrip, 
turee (vv. 20. 21). 

1. He closed the book and sat down. 

It seems to have been the custom of 
the Jewish teachers to sit while teach¬ 
ing. 

2. “This day Is this scripture ful¬ 
filled.” Tills statement Is no doubt but 
the gist of what he said. He thus de¬ 
clared that he was the Messiah. 

IV. Jesus’ Reception by the People ] 
(vv. 22-30). 

The critical hour had cotne. The 
people were amazed. They admitted 
his gracious words but were unable 
to admit Ills claims. Ilia reception i 
was characterized by 

1. Ignorant prejudice (v. 22). They 
said, “Is not this Joseph’s son?” us 
If to say, "This Is our fellow towns¬ 
men with whom we have been ac- ! 
quainted for years. Surely, he cannot 
be the Messiah." 

2. Unbelief as to his supernatural ! 
power (v. 23). They challenged him | 
to exhibit examples of divine power, 

3. Personal Jealousy (v. 24). Jeal- ; 
ousy often prevents us from seeing 
the essential worth of men in our midst. : 

Jesus udduced two outstanding ex¬ 
amples of the willingness of foreigners 
to believe God. 

a. Elijah wns sent to a widow at ! 
Serepta (vv. 25, 20). Many widows of 
Israel were pussed by. doubtless be- j 
cause they would not have received the 
prophet. 

b. Nuaninn, the foreigner, of the 
many lepers, was the one cleansed 
(v. 27). 

4. Violent hatred (vv. 28 30). This 
comparison of the Jews with foreign¬ 
ers so offended their pride that they 
tried to kill him. He showed them 
that just as Elijah had brought bless¬ 
ing to one who lived In Sldon, and 
Elisha to one In Syria, while the people 
of Israel went on suffering, even so 
the Gentiles would receive the blessing 
of his saving power, while they, the 
chosen nation, would suffer In unbelief.

Although no one knows exactly what 
vitamins are, scientists no longer doubt 
that they are essential to the health 
and development of birds and animals. 

One of the Important factors In man¬ 
aging poultry flocks Is providing the 
birds with an adequate supply of vita¬ 
mins A, B, D, E and G. 


Practical sources of vitamin A are: I 
yellow corn, sprouted oats, milk and j 
its by-products, cod liver and certain 
other fish oils, egg yolk, alfalfa, green , 
and cured carrots, A cabbage, green I 
grasses and legumes nnd their hays, 
and vacuum-dried white fish meal. ;

A record crop of soy beans this year 
will mean heavy losses from soft pork 
If farmers attempt to use the whole 
soy beans for fattening hogs. While 
whole soy beans cause soft, flabby pork 
that Is of Inferior market quality, soy 
bean oil meal used as a supplement 
for corn In hog rations will make firm 
pork. At the same time soy bean oil 
meal will produce faster and more eco¬ 
nomical gains than can be obtained 
with whole beans. 

It Is suggested that farmers trade 
any whole beans which they would 
feed to hogs for soy bean oil menl, 
thus securing a valuable farm-grown 
protein supplement for their corn and 
at the same time avoiding the risk of 
soft pork losses. 

It Is to the advantage and profit of 
farmers to do everything possible to 
avoid soft pork, since neither shippers, 
feeders, meat packers, exporters nor 
consumers want such meat. The soft 
pork problem may become so serious 
thnt "soft" hogs will hnve to be dis¬ 
criminated against. A few loads of 
such hogs from any one shipping point 
would be sufficient to give thnt terri¬ 
tory a reputation for Inferior pork, 
with the subsequent danger of price 
penalties to producers. 

An added Inducement for using soy 
bean oil menl Instead of whole soy 
beans Is the fact that It produces Just 
11 s good gains as tankage and linseed 
meal and at present prices Is more 
economical than these two supple¬ 
ments. Experiments have shown that 
14 pounds of soy bean oil meal and 
four pounds of alfalfa meal are equal 
to the standard corn belt supplement 
of eight pounds of tankage, four 
pounds of linseed meal and four 
pounds of alfalfa meal. At present 
prices the soy bean oil meal would 
be the more economical feed. 

Other experiments In Illinois, Indi¬ 
ana nnd Ohio hnve demonstrated that 
soy bean oil meal used to balance corn 
produces 10 to 20 per cent more rapid 
gains than whole soy beans, shortens 
the fattening period one to two 
months, saves 10 to 20 per cent of 
the feed and makes firm pork of high 
quality. 

Corn and soy benn oil meal fed at 
the rate of one bushel of corn and nine 
pounds of soy bean oil meal with al¬ 
falfa meal makes a good ration for 
fattening hogs. However, a mineral 
mixture should always be fed when 
soy bean oil meal Is used in swine ra¬ 
tions. A good homemade one can be 
mixed from two parts ground lime¬ 
stone, two parts steamed bonemeal and 
one part salt.

Once Upon a Time 


Let’s get a kitchen view of an 
old-fashioned meat pie.

Combine 
tlie vegetables and meat, season 
with salt and pepper and turn into 
baking dish. Melt four tablespoons 
butter, add one and a half cups 
sliced fresh mushrooms (or use 
canned mushrooms) and sautd 
gently until tender. Add two table¬ 
spoons flour and stir until smooth, 
browning slightly. Add one cup 
milk and one cup water slowly, 
stirring until creamy and smooth, 
and season with one teaspoon salt. 
Pour this over the meat and vege¬ 
tables. Make the biscuit batter de¬ 
scribed below, and drop by spoon¬ 
fuls on top of the mixture and 
bake in a hot—425 degree—oven 
for from twenty to twenty-five 
minutes or until a nico brown. 
This makes six servings. 

Biscuit Batter: Sift together one 
cup flour, one and a half teaspoons 
baking powder and one-fourth tea¬ 
spoon salt, and cut or rub in three 
tablespoons shortening. Add one- 
third cup milk to one small beaten 
egg, and combine with first mix¬ 
ture.* '

Vitamin deficiencies often occur 
when birds are kept closely confined 
and are given a diet overbalanced with 
scratch and mash feeds. 


Expert Gives Advice on 
Dressing Market Birds 


For dressing for market, where cut¬ 
ting the head off and scalding the bird 
in water just below the boiling temper 
ature produces an inferior looking car¬ 
cass, the semi-scald, or slack-scald, 
method is advisable, states a writer In 
the Rural New-Yorker. In this method, 
the bird to be dressed Is hung up by 
the legs and bled, as In dry picking, 
by cutting the jugular vein through 
the mouth and piercing the brain with 
the blade of the knife. The fowl Is 
then Immersed for 30 seconds in water 
held at 130 degrees, or until the feath 
era pull easily. The temperature of 
the scalding water should not vary 
much from that recommended, though 
from 120 to 132 degrees may prove sat 
isfactory. Neither should increasing or 
diminishing the time that the bird is 
held la the water be made In an at 
tempt to compensate for water too hot 
or too cold. 


Wheat and Rye Seed Need 
Special Scab Treatment 

Because of the epidemic of scab on 
small grains this year, the disinfecting 
of winter wheat nnd rye seed is espe¬ 
cially important tills fall, says Dr. J. J. 
Christensen, plant disease specialist. 
University Farm. St. Paul. The scab 
organisms also cause rotting of the 
seed, seedling blight, and root-rot. 
Seed treatment is also important for 
the prevention of stinking smut of 
wheat nnd of smut and ergot of rye. 

Before treating, seed should be 
thoroughly fanned to throw out light 
nnd diseased kernels and to eliminate 
smut balls and ergot bodies. When rye 
contains considerable ergot, fanning 
may not be enough. Immersing the 
rye In a strong brine will bring the 
ergot to the top where It can be 
skimmed off. The brine should con¬ 
tain 40 pounds of common salt to each 
25 gallons of water. Afterwards, the 
rye should be washed in water to re¬ 
move the excess salt. 

For either rye or wheat, the treat¬ 
ment recommended Is dusting with 
New Improved Ceresan at the rate of 
one-half ounce per bushel. Treated 
grain should stand for at least 24 
hours before planting and may be 
stored for months if desired. 


The Latest Fad 


If a large number of fowls are to be 
dressed at one time, it will be neces 
sary to have aome means of bolding 
the scalding water at the required tem¬ 
perature. After this immersion, the 
bird should be again hung up and the 
feathers removed without rubbing the 
carcass. If properly performed, the 
feathers should come easily, with the 
pin feathers. Enough scalding water 
should be used to permit of easily 
Immersing the fowl and moving It 
about to allow penetration to the skin. 
Care lu havlug water at the right tem¬ 
perature and bleeding the fowl must 
be observed if a carcass equal Id ap¬ 
pearance to one dry picked is desired 


Mixed Tree Stands Best 

It has been proved that locusts are 
about the easiest trees to grow in 
areas where a quick forest growth is 
needed for erosion control. Being of 
the legume family its long roots not 
only bind the soil but soon enrich It. 
But if such an area becomes Infested 
with the locust borer the young forest 
is quickly destroyed. However,^ dam¬ 
age by tire borers Is found to be great¬ 
ly lessened in areas where tree stands 
are mixed. In reforesting denuded 
areas, government forestry experts ad 
vise, hardwood trees adapted to local 
soils should be mixed with the locusts 
to produce a better leaf Utter and to 
Insure a tree stand if rite locusts 
should succumb to a borer attack. It 
Is pointed out that coniferous or ever¬ 
green trees do not usually thrive 
among black locusts.—Pathfinder Mag-

Dainty Confections 
And here are some recipes tor 
S few of the confections which 


may bring about this surprising 
result: 

Baked Popcorn Perfection: Melt 
two and a half squares chocolate, 
add contents of one can condensed 
milk, and stir over the fire a few 
minutes. Add one cap finely 
ground popped corn, one cap 
canned moist cocoanut and one- 
half teaspoon vanilla, and drop by 
spoonfuls on a buttered sheet. 
Bake in a 325-degree oven for 
about fifteen mlnutee. This makes 
about twenty-eight small cakes. 

Popcorn PenocKe: Boil two caps 
brown sugar, two-thirds cup thin 
cream and one tablespoon corn 
syrup to 236 degrees, stirring as 
little as possible. Add two table¬ 
spoons butter, and cool to luke¬ 
warm. Add one-half teaspoon 
vanilla, and beat until it loses its 
shine. Add five tablespoons ground 
popped corn, and spread out In a 
buttered pan. Be sure that the 
corn is finely gr 9 und. Makes one 
pound. 

These Taste Good 

Popcorn Brittle: Pop two-thirds 
of the contents of a lb-ounce «•<■»» 
popcorn, and theu run it through 
the food chopper. It will make 
one cap. Make a syrup of one cup 
sugar, one-half cup brown su*,ar, 
one-fourth cup canned molasses, 
one-fourth cup water, one table¬ 
spoon butter and one fourth tea¬ 
spoon salt, boiling them to 300 de¬ 
grees, or until brittle. Pour over 
the corn, stirring as little as pos¬ 
sible. Pour out immediately onto 
a buttered Blab or Inverted pan, 
and spread very thin. When cold! 
break into pieces.•

As all dairymen know, It Is not dif¬ 
ficult to flnd a registered bull that will 
materially Increase the productive ca¬ 
pacity of his daughters above that of 
their dams, so long as the latter do 
not produce more than 250 pounds of 
butterfat a year. But when a herd of 
cows has been developed to the point 
where their average yearly produc¬ 
tion reaches 400 pounds, the finding of 
a bull that Is good enough to even 
maintain that production Is a real 
problem.—Wallaces’ Farmer.
